Far Eastern conflict. 


South Korea has suffered 


heaviest losses— an estimated 
per cent. The other 15 United 
Nations have borne the remaining 
3Vj per cent. 


No precise comparison ' between 


American and other United Na- 
tions figures of killed, wounded 
and missing can be made for a 
given date. The United States is 
the only member of the Allied 
fighting team that announces cas- 
ualty figures regularly.

New 121,154 


The American casualty total last 


week stood at 121,154. The last 
tabulation made from United Na- 
tions and foreign sources, on Aug. 
30, placed the total for all other 
U. N. forces at 231,87*. ef which 


all but 10,899 were South Koreans. 


Estimates by highly informed 


sources show that there are ap- 
proximately 300,000 Americans en- 
gaged in ground, sea and air 
phases of the conflict, 450,000 to 
550,000 South Koreans and about 
40.000 other U. N. troops. 


The U. S. casualty total reflects 


the bitterest part of 1960 'when 
American troops formed the balk 
of the Eighth Army and were con- 
tinuously in the thick of the heav- 
iest fighting. 
The 
reorganized 


Army of South Korea has since 
taken over a much greater share 
of the battle line, and in recent 
weeks has borne the weight of the 
heaviest enemy assaults.

One often wonders why the 'ma- 


jority of our houses have so many 
evergreens along the front in sucn 
masses. It is then necessary for 
the owner to brave a forest gloom 
to reach the front door. When once 
inside it is necessary to play peek- 
a-boo to get a view out- the first- 
floor window. 


There are several reasons why 


this unpleasant picture is so com- 
mon. The first is because ever- 
greens which grow most easily are 
cheaper to buy. 


Another reason is because many 


speculative builders who no doubt 
know how to build houses know 
nothing about plants or their suit- 
ability for foundation . planting. 
They go to a nursery and get a few 
young evergreens so that the house 
Is "dressed up" and more easily 
sold. 


This builder does not care how 


the house will look a-,few years 
lence, since it will have been, sold 
ong before the plants^get so large 
that the house cannot be seen. 


Takes Advantage 


He takes advantage of the fact 


that the average house "buyer 
doesn't know much about the 
plants, their adaptabilities, advan-. 
tages or disadvantages. 


A house of good design does not 


need to have the entire foundation 
planted out. If, however, the 
foundation is a hjgh, blajik expanse 
of brick or concrete, the liars'* line 
needs to-be hidden'or softened.1 


To remedy this situation, the 


public must. be made, to realize 
what is good and why, and what is 
appropriate and distinctive, fitting 
and successful, from both the hor- 
ticultural and aesthetic viewpoint. 
These smothering and poorly con-

ceived plantings should be ruth- 
lessly thinned out and cut back, 
with care used in substituting the 
right sort of plants. - 


Keep the planting arrangement 


simple, grouping the plants to give 
height -at the principal corners 
with descending masses into the 
areas between them. In general, 
.keep inside corners or bays free of 
high planting and avoid 
stiff, 


straight rows along the foundation 
lines. 


Use evergreens as accents only 


in the planting and fill in with 
ground covers of myrtle, pachy- 
sandra or English ivy.

holly (ilex orenata), Oregon holly- 
grape (mahonia aquifolium), Japa- 
nese Andromeda, (leucothoe cates- 
baei) blend well Vith the needle 
forms .of evergreens and relieve 
the monotonous • effect achieved 
when' the needle type alone is used.

oath section of the Taft-Hartley act. Before Witt 
and Pressman were discovered and kicked out 
they spent a total of 15 years in powerful posi- 
tions, both in and out of government, which they 
used to further Communist conspiracy. 


1950—Pressman finally confessed under oath that Witt 


and he had been urAstf members of the original 
Communist cell hi thrdepartment of agriculture.

"Please settle an argument over 


a Canasta hand," requests a Pitts-,

"Both sides needed 120 points to 


go down. Our score was 4800 and 
the opponents had 3800. The pack 
grew very large, with natural ca- 
nastas of all the small cards. 


"Finally, my partner went down 


with three" queens, joker ami 
deuce: and a separate meld of two 
jacks and a deuce. The next player 
promptly froze the pack, and I as- 
sumed that she did so in order to 
prevent'our side from taking the 
pack with one natural card and 
one wild card. 


"I held two queens, one jack, 


four tens, two deuces, and three 
odd cards. 1 didn't know just what 
to do. but decided to throw one of 
my four tens. 


"My discard 
got 
by 
safely 


enough, but my partner discarded 
an eight at her next turn, and the 
pack was picked up. As a result, 
the opponents scored several nat- 
ural canastas and won the game. 


"Had 
I made the canasta of 


queens at once (by adding my two 
queens to my partner's meld) and 
had I also melded my tens, my 
partner could have gone out at her 
next turn. We would have won by 
a very handsome score. 


"With so little on the board, just 


queens and jacks, I didn't think 
she had A chance to go out so 
quickly and I hated to lose my 
chance to win the pack. 


"Was 
my play unlucky or un- 


skillful?" 


I am sorry to say that my corre- 


tpondent made an unskillful play. 
Let us hope that this disaster will 
teach her a lesson from which she 
can profit the next Ume she plays. 


Her partner melded only queens 


and jacks, but it is important to 
note that the partner was left with 
only three card* in her hand. Ob- 
viously, a hand with only.three 
cards cannot be terribly far from 
melding out. Equally important, a 
hand with only three cards cannot 
be expected to defend the discard 
pile effectively. 


My correspondent should have 


resigned herself immediately to 
eventual loss of the discard pile. 
Her only hope was that her part- 
ner could meld out before the cp- 
ponents could take the pile.

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Special Tidelands' Report Will Soon Provoke More Shouting

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—Another chapter in the so- 


called "Udelands" oil case will soon be made public. It 
will be in the form of a report to the U. 8. Supreme court, 
flleu by Attorney William H. Davis of New York, for- 
mer chairman of the War Labor Board. 


Mr. Davis was appointed special master to investi- 


gate certain aspects of this case in February. 1949, and 
has been working on it ever since. This is a tfp-off on 
the complexity of this business, about which there has 
been considerable emotional steam, without a great deal 
of understanding of the fundamental issues Involved. 


U the Davis report is filed before the November elec- 


tion it may have some political impact on the results In 
California, Louisiana and Texas. How much effect It will 
have is, of course, unpredictable. It will depend on the 
nature of the special master's findings—whether they 
favor federal title to the off-srjore nil rights, states' rights, 
or a fair compromise between the two. 


It Is i usual practice for the Supreme court to accept 


a special master's recommendations. But it will take 
the court some time to make up its mind. So the crisis 
—if any—may be passed over till after the election. Even 
so, the off-shore oil case, as it should be called, is 
bound to be an issue before Congress In'. 1953, 


General Elsenhower has indicated that he would 


sign a bill giving the states title to off-shore oil rights. 
Governor Stevenson has said he would not. That la the 
crux of the whole business. 


SMOKE LIKES COMPLICATE THE PROBLEM • 
Contrary to general opinion, there ia no dispute over 


the Udelands—the lands between the average low-tide 
limit in to the high-tide line. The federal government 
admits these Udelands belong to the states. The dispute 
is over the land from the mean low-Ude line out to the 
three-mil* marginal sea limit and beyond on the shelf. 


The specific problem which the Supreme court asked 


Special Master Davis to determine was what segments 
of the California coast require adjudication as to bound- 
ary between state and federal rights. Also what proce- 
dures the Supreme court should follow In setting this 
boundary line. 


TWs problem woaM be re!atlve!y simple If there wee* 


a straight short line, us there is on the Texas Gulf coast. 
It is much more complicated when there is an irregular 
coast line, as in Louisiana, or deep bays and off-shore 
islands as in California. 


The report front Special Master Davis is therefore ex- 


pected to cover three main points: 


1. What is the status of the channel areas between the 


California-mainland and the off-shore Islands? 


These islands are Santa Rosa and Santa Cruz oft 


Santa Barbara, Santa Catallna off Los Angeles and Long 
Beach and San Clemente off San Diego. Prom Santa 
Barbara to San Diego is roughly 300 miles. San Clemente 
is about 90 miles west of San Diego.

Repeat Four Vaccinations 
As Your Child Grows Older 


One reason why children have 


much better chances of growing 
up today than they did years ago 
is because of the vaccines and im- 
munizations which can now be 
used against so many of the con- 
lagioua diseases that 
formerly 


brought death to many youngsters. 


This, column will tell parents 


what some of these commonly 
recommended immunizations are 
and when they are usually given. 


Vaccination against smallpox 


comes first, usually within the first 
six months after birth. 


After this vaccination (which 


should be and almost always is a 
•take" at that age), immunization 
against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus (lockjaw) is usually 
desirable. .These are most often 
given between six and nine months 
after birth, usually in four doses. 


The inoculation against diph- 


theria consists of a "toxoid" which 
protects the child against the dis- 
ease for several years. Whether 
>r not this protection remains ade- 
quate can be checked by a Schick 
eat of the skin at or about the 
time of entering school. 


The injections against whooping 


cough can be given about the same 
ime and are often combined with 
h* diphtheria and tetanus injec- 
tions. 


These four are probably the 


most Important protective inocula- 
tions tor children. All of them, 
including smallpox, should be re- 
peated in the later years of child- 
hood to reinforce the resistence. 


Between the ages of one and 


two the possibility of building up 
Immunity against scarlet fever can 
well be considered. This-is the 
only one of the inoculations which 
is- rather likely to produce painful 
reactions. 


OTHERS MAT COME UP 


Sometimes the question of hav- 


ing other types of inoculations 
comes up-partlcularly regarding 
typhoid fever, which is a disease 
usually contracted from contami- 
nated water, milk, fruits or vege- 
tables. 


If a person is going to some 


part of the world where the sani- 
tation is poor. Inoculations against 
typhoid and possibly other dis- 
eases may be desirable. 


Th* advice of the physician who 


takes care of the child from birth 
should be followed when it cornea 
to giving «"*•• protective inocula- 
tions. Just because two doctors do 
not give exactly the same inocula- 
tions at exactly the same ages 


not mean that one is right 


and one is wrong, since some dif- 
ferences ot optoion* are Justified. ,

Nixon moved his campaign into 


' New York state today after an nil- 


cols tour during which he rapped 
Gov. Adlal E. Stevenson as a 
"man who was duped" by con- 
victed perjurer Alger Hiss. 


The Republican vice presidential 


nominee drummed hard on Com* 
monism and foreign policy issues 
in whistle stop daytime appear- 
ances at Freeport. Rockford and 
Kankakee. in Northern Illinois and 
then made a strong attack on Ste- 
venson in suburban Winnetka Fri- 
day night.

challenge Stevenson's loyalty, he 
did question whether the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee — in 
view of his character deposition 
for Hiss-could be "trusted to lead 
cur crusade against Communism."

ing about a leak of government 
secrets. 


"Stevenson was wrong about 


Hiss," declared the California sen- 
ator. "He made a mistake in 
judgment. And we can't afford 
those mistakes." 


Before speaking

Nixon made a televised address at 
a young Republican gathering in 
Chicago and then rode in a motor- 
cade through flare lit streets of 
suburban Kvanston. At Winnetka. 
tke crowd overflowed 
the 
3,200 


seat high school gymnasium. 


Ripe Acheson 


In all hi* Illinois appearances in 


Stevenson's home state, the GOP 
candidate drew the loudest ap- 
plause when he ripped into Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson. 


Nixon said that Acheson and 


others In charge of American for- 
eign policy "should be thrown out 
as fast as we can get them out of 
there." 


Nixon also continued' to fire 


away at President Truman, Jibing 
at him as "a man who Is rapidly 
gaining the reputation for not be- 
ing able to tell the truth."

dent in fact that he has been 
dubbed "Truman's Little Sir 
Echo." 


Potter is at the other pole, run- 


ning as a Republican of U»e Re- 
publicans.

NATO Develops 
Plan to Care 
For Wounded 


WASHINGTON—(JrV-Medical 


chiefs of the NATO nations are 
working on a coordinated system 
of cartnc t°* °>e wounded, to fit 
Into the general military defer 
plans for Western Europe. 


Maj. Gen. Harry G. Armstrong, 


Air Force surgeon general Just re- 
turned from a trip during which 
he attended tf!e first gathering of 
medical officers of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization coun- 
tries, said European officials show- 
ed "tremendous Interest" in the air 
evacuation methods developed by 
the United States. 


Some of the NATO members had 


been concerned over attempting to 
Mt up machinery for getting 
wounded out of the front lines and 
back to hospitals quickly by air 
because they believed it would im- 
pose impossible requirements for 
aircraft. 


Armstrong told reporters that he 


explained the methods used by the 
U. 8. in Korea required 'virtually 
no additional aircraft, that the 
same planes sent to the war zone 
and front lines with supplies'and 
troops are used to bring back 
wounded—a 100 per cent utilization 
of aircraft.
